TAX 
DEBATE 


No change in the 
Unofficial attitude to- 
wards Income Tax was 
revealed this afternoon, 
when the Budget debate 
was resumed in Legisla- 
tive Council. 

“There is real danger,” 
said the Hon. Mr. T. E. 
Pearce, “that a method of 
taxation ill-adapted to the 
special position of Hong 
Kong will destroy confidence 
and seriously damage a deli- 
cate financial structure.” 


On resumption of. the debate, the 
Hon. Mr, T. E- Pearce said:— 

Before dealing with the proposal 
to introduce a Special War Budget, | 
have some general observations to 
make on the Ordinary Budget for 
1940-41, : 

I appreciate the fact these estimates 
were drawn up and completed before 
the outbreak of the present war, and I 
also appreciate the fact that the. Se- 
cretary of State has recommended that 
we should continue with our social 
services, but I do not interpret in these 
recommendations that we are to pro- 
vide for expenditure on a lavish scale, 
to the tune of millions, for new and 
expensive schemes during the present 
abnormal state of affairs. 

In the Financial Secretary’s memor- 


andum on the financial position and {- 


estimates, we read the following:— 
“In view of the uncertain outlook it 
has .been decided to suspend complete- 
ly all work on the Government House, 
and’ no: funds for it are to be provided 


» in 1940-41,". 


-Y am no pessimist as far as the fu- 
* ture of this Colony is concerned, but 
I do feel: this same policy should have 
been’ adopted throughout this Budget 
for'I maintain and do sincerely ‘sug- 
gest that the present is a time for cau- 
tion and curtailment and that not only 
the new, Government House but other 
works, important though they may be, 
should have been held in abeyance 
until the atmosphere cleared, anda 
more‘normal state of affairs prevail. 
FORTUITOUS CIRCUMSTANCES 
‘lear Government has not al- 
together lost sight of the fact the re- 
cent. prosperity of the Colony has been 
due to a number of fortuitous circum- 
. Stances, due to the Sino-Japanese con- 
parade ee in numerous items of increas- 
ed: Revenue, the explanations repeat- 
edly given are, “Increased population,” 
“Rise in Rentals and less vacant tene- 
ments,” and such like. Apart from 
these indications, there is no gainzay- 
ing: that.much of this Colony’s pros- 
perity during the last 24.months has 
been due to the fact.it has been 
larger Clearing house ‘for China’s trade 
than ever before, because of difficul- 
ties in other Ports in China.

MEDICAL COSTS 

The rapid growth of the Medical 
Department with its formidable num- 
ber of highly paid staff, and conse- 
quent increasing pensions list calls 
for some comment. I am apprecia- 
tive-of the work being done and_ not 
unmindful of the lack of Hospital fa~ 
cilities as shewn in the comprehen- 
sive report recently published. I hope 
[ shall not be described as ‘heartless, 
if I here express doubts as to whether 
the Colony can afford to pay this en- 
ormous Doctors bill. 

The question of providing bigger 
hospital accommodation will no doubt 
be tackled in due course. I hope when 
that time comes every care will be 
taken to see there is no extravagance 
or unnecessary expenditure incurred. 

In the meantime, I hope the Director 
will, when developing the numerous 
schemes he now has in hand, keep : 
watchful eye on expenditure. 

A.R.P. EXPENDITURE 

As I have frequently referred to 
expenditure on Air Raid Precautions 
at meetings of the Finance Committee, 
I must here again express my scep~ 
ticlsm, as to whether the Colony is 
getting full value for its money. I 
cannot believe it was ever anticipated

“NOT IMPRESSED 


that such a big amount was to be ex- 
pended, and I hope the expenditure 
on capital account for this new depart- 
ment will soon be completed. 

I regret that I must level a com- 
plaint against the Sanitary Depart- 
ment, on the question ‘of the clean- 
liness of our streets. I believe there 
is some difference of opinion in re- 
gard to this matter, and also. some 
difficulty in regard to the water sup- 
ply required. I hope that a satisfac- 
tory solution of these differences will 
be arrived at, for I feel strongly, as do 
many others, that money will be well 
spent.if our roads and streets are kept 
in clean condition. . : 

- I must also comment on the Squat- 
ter Settlements in, various overcrowd- 
ed districts, particularly the way mat- 
shed buildings are allowed indiscrim- 
inately on the hillsides. I appreciate 
there ‘are numerous difficulties in the 
way, but I maintain these settlements 
are no credit to whoever is responsible 
for their supervision. 

PENSIONS 

As one who has from time to time 
voiced crificism, I should be wanting 
in my duty if 1 did not make some 
reference to Pensions, for this is . a 
subject that is constantly discussed in 
business circles with ‘ever increasing 
alarm and apprehension. 

The Colony is fully justified in its 
demands that this question be tackled 
forthwith, and a scheme evolved 
whereby it will definitely know _ its 
total commitments from year to year, 
and not have to rely upon an estimate 
in the Annual Budget. I cannot be- 
lieve there is any better service the 
Financial Secretary can render this 
Colony than for him to solve this stu- 
pendous problem satisfactorily. 

Although I am not altogether satis- 
fied the pensions already being enjoy- 
ed cannot be put on a proper actuar- 
ial basis, the future could, I believe, 
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BY ARGUMENT” _ 


be catered for by the institution of 
some sound Provident Scheme. 

I venture to suggest, Sir, this ques- 
tlon of Pensions is already getting out 
of hand, and unless dealt with firmly, 
efficiently and immediately, will be 
too heavy a load for this Colony to 
bear. ; 

I hope it will not be long before 
Government can make some announce- 
ment, that an expert is dealing with 
the whole question: : 

INCOME TAX 

Coming now, Sir, to the question .of 
the Special War Budget, and the pro- 
posal to introduce Income Tax to pro~ 
vide funds to meet that Budget, 
gladly avail myself of the Honourable 
the Financial Secretary’s invitation 
made in the opening sentences of his 
speech to make some rejoinder to his 
arguments and contentions.

The Financial Secretary will be 
aware that there are’ many experts 
finding an honest livelihood advising 
clients, who. have no thoughts whatso- 
ever of the evasion of Income Tax. } 
am not impressed with the argument 
that expert assistance will not be re- 
quired. I maintain the situation out 
here in regard to this matter must be 
complicated, much more complicated 
than at home, where_despite many 
years during which the tax has been 
in operation, legal problems are a con- 
stant source of litigation. : 

One further word in regard to the 
matter of collection -of. the tax, and 
that is the question of Chinese ac- 
counts: and accountancy- The Honour- 
able the Senior Chinese Member, ir 
his speech,’ dealt with this ‘matter 
pointing out difficulties that would cer- 
tainly arise.

NEW ZEALANDER IN AIR 
BATTLE FOUR MILES ABOVE 
EARTH: EYE-WITNESS STORY 


A THRILLING ACCOUNT of how a New Zeala 


London, To-day. 


er in the Royal Air Force shot down a German 


bomber was given by an eye-witness, Mr. J. 
Wentworth Day, in a broadcast from Daventry 


yesterday. 


Mr. Day said that he had just returned from a visit 


to an advanced fighter wing of the R.A.F., where 
he met many pilots from all parts of the Empire 
—Englishmen, Canadians, Australians, two or 
three Rhodesians and the ‘New Zealander. 


While Mr. Day was visiting them, 
he saw the young New Zealander 
fight what is believed to be the high- 
est aerial battle yet fought in this 
war—four or five miles’ above earth! 

The German machine was a_ large 
Dornier-17 bomber, which appeared 
in the sky looking about as big .as 
@ swallow. At that moment, the 
British fighter, which no one had 
seen up to then, shot out of a cloud, 
climbed above the bomber and |. then 
dived, 

CHILD’S RATTLE 

Despite the distance, those on the 
ground could hear the sound of ma- 
chine-gun fire, but it sounded like 
“a child’s rattle.” ; 

The German machine got a full. 
burst In the fuselage which ap- 
parently killed the pilot, for it 
went into a spiralsdive at 23,000 
feet and came down at a terrific 
8peed, hitting the ground at about 
600 miles an hour. 

It dug a 6~foot trench in a village 
street and wounded an old woman, 
but otherwise caused no damage. Mr. 
Day said that he had never seen be- 
fore a ‘plane smash up into such a 
complete and utter wreck. | 

“A BIT OF LUCK” 

The New Zealander, a tall, dark 
young man of about 21 years of age 
from Wellington, N.Z., said that he 
followed the German bomber down 
in its dive but pulled out when he 
was doing over 400 miles an_ hour.

INDIA’S. FUTURE 


The Congress is not alone in its re- 
jection of the Viceroy’s unsatisfactory . 
promises. The ‘Council of | the 
All-India National Liberal Federation 
has arrived at vir- 
tually the 
verdict. It deplores 
the Viceroy’s fail- 
ure to fix a-definite 
period for India’s 
attainment of full 
Dominion Status of 
the same character 
as that enjoyed by 
the self-governing 
units of the Em- 
pire. It fears that 
the Central Government must continue 
for an indefinite period in its present 
state of irresponsibility, as far remov- 
ed as ever from the principles of de- 
mocracy for which India {is expected 
to fight. As for the Congress, it sus- 
pects the raising of the minority issue 
and the stress laid on communal dif- 
ferences to be merely a screen for co- 
vering the Imperial Government's real _ 
intentions of continuing to keep India 
in perpetual subjection. It is singular- 
ly unfortunate that this suspicion 
should have been encouraged by the 
Viceroy’s maladroit statement at so 
critical a stage as the present, Nation- 
alist India feels that it has offered the 
hand of friendship to Britain and that 
the offer has ‘been’ spurned. Where 
there might have been a generous ges- — 
ture, there has been a conspicuous lack 
of statesmanship and vision, But, as 
Mahatma Gandhi says, the door is still 
left open for satisfying the national 
demand and averting ‘a real-crisis. A 
ray of hope and sunshine may’ yet 
penetrate the gloomy forebodings oc- 
casioned by the heavy rain at Wardha.

SHIP’S GUNNERS 
FIGHT U-BOAT FOR 
FIVE HOURS 


London, To-day. . 


DETAILS OF THE SINKING of three U-boats were 


released yesterday afternoon. 


The first U-boat 


was sunk by an outward bound merchant ship. 
The submarine broke surface and attacked. 
The ship‘s guns were manned and for five hours 
the vessel was manoeuvred in such a way that 
it sustained no serious damage itself. 

The gunners, however, scored a direct hit on the 
U-boat and British destroyers, rushing hurriedly 
to the scene, completed its destruction. 


The second U-boat was dealt .with 
in a similar manner by a homeward 
bound ship. Both ships,. curionsly. 
enough, were owned’ by the Pool 
Line, of Durham. 

Details of the sinking of the third 
U-boat come from Lisbon, where the 

‘ captain of the Norwegian ship Jenny 

(built in England) said that a U-boat 

stopped him and threatened to sink 
. his, ship if he did not hand 
some food. 

He complied with the order. 
Two British warships appeared on 
the scene shortly afterwards and 
dropped depth charges. 

Large oil patches which came up. 
to the surface indicated that the U- 
boat had been hit and destroyed, — 
Reuter.

-Colony. There is real danger that a 
method of taxation ill-adapted to the 
special. position of Hong Kong will 
destroy that confidence and seriously 
damage a delicate financial structure. 
_ ._PORT FACILITIES 

I would repeat again, Sir, it is of 
vital and paramount importance that 
the facilities of this Port be kept as 
free and cheap as possible. 

The Introduction of any mea- 
sures that may endanger these 
facilities or become a means of 
restricting the movement of Its 
Chinese traders will have. the 
most disastrous effects. Trade 
driven from this Colony to com- 
potitors, who are only too anxlous 
to obtain a share of our trade, 
witt be extremely difficult to re- 
cover. : 

I am satisfied that suitable alter- 
natives can be found for the object 
we all have in mind, and I associate 
myself with the Honourable Member 
who represents the Chamber of Com- 
merce in his suggestion, that the Ex- 
pert Committee now examining the 
Bill be given wider terms of reference. 

There seems to be abroad in some 
circles a feeling that the British Com- 
munity is unwilling, to shoulder its 
prover responsibilities. I desire to 
associate mvcelf with the remark 
made by. the Hon. Mr. S. H. Dodvel’ 
in this resard. There is no reluc- 
tance. as far as I am aware. tn teke 
our share in wartime — resnonsibilitv 
of the Fmnire, but T do most strongly 
feel that the financial and eommer- 
cial jntev-ests of the Coalonv and 
therefore ite future nrncperity will be 
adverselv affected by the introduction 
of a levy in the form of the proposed 
Income Tax. 


MR. LI TSE-FONG’S 
SPEECH 


The Hon. Mr. Li Tse-fong criticised 
the lack of provision for model verna- 
cular primary schools, quoting’ Mr. 
Burney: “It is evident that the Gov- 
ernment’s expenditure on Higher 
(including Secondary) Education, is 
out of proportion to its expenditure 
on primary education,” urged the con- 
struction of small underground A.R.P. 
shelters for civilians who may be in 
the open in time of emergency, and 
declared that the imposition of Income 
Tax at the present juncture may in- 
flict such damage to the vital interests 
of the Colony that it may not be able 
for a long time to regain its impor- 
tance. 

He continued: . 

No one who has listened to or read 
the Financial Secretary’s speech of the 
9th November could possibly fail to 
appreciate its brilliance as a debating 
effort. But if I may say so, his speech 
upon a close analysis is not covincing 
because it fails to deal adequately 
with the fundamental objection to the 
tax, namely, its effect on the Colony; 
and because it is devoted largely to 
an argument as ‘to the absence or 
presence of administrative difficulties. 

$1,000,000 DAILY 

The Honourable the Financial 
Secretary appears to have overlooked 
two very important observations of 
the Taxation Committee which, briefly 
summarised, are as follows:

cessful working of the tax should 
first be the subject of a detailed 
Investigation with the assistance 
of an expert preferably familiar 
with the collection of the tax in 
an eastern country, 

That it would be unwise to im- 
pose a tax of this nature until 
a substantial body of opinion in 
- this Colony believes that the tax 
on be levied fairly and efficient- 
ye: 

The Hon. Mr. Caine stresses the 
point that because the exchange rate 
of the Hong Kong dollar has been 
stable for the last few weeks,at about 
the highest limit permitted under 
the stabilization scheme, there has 
been no substantial outward move- 
ment of capital. It is well known 
that the exchange rate of the Hong 
Kong dollar is subject to fluctuation 
caused by many factors which I need 
not enumerate, and I do not think 
that it can be taken as any evidence 
indicating the movement of capital. 
In this connection I need only point out 
that the exchange rate of our dollar 
in term of the Chinese dollar has 
depreciated quite substantially since 
the 12th October. ; 

I have no actual figures available 
but I have reason to believe that 
since Income Tax was mooted, | the 
amount. of Chinese currency notes 
that have been shipped out of the 
Colony has been on the average of 
about a,million dollars a day which 
constitutes a heavy inroad on the 
floating capital of the Colony. In 
addition there is that invisible flight 
of capital through transactions in 
sterling operated between here and 
other financial centres. 

The Honourable the Financial Se- 
cretary was somewhat caustic in his 
criticism of arguments advanced 
against the imposition of Income Tax, 
because of the difficulties of adminis- 
tration, and he saw fit to set his 
knowledge against that of the Hon- 
ourable Senior Chinese unofficial 
member as to how Chinese accounts 
are kept. I am sure that my Senior 
Chinese Colleague did not intend to 
weave a net of mystery about Chin- 
ece accounting as if he were trying 
to defend it in that way. It is funda- 
mentally different in a manner that 
it is not easy to describe. Those, 
who have occasionally to construe it, 
as for instance in the courts of law 
or in bankruptcy, know how difficult 
it is to reconcile it with modern.ac- 
counting methods, . 

COMPLEX SYSTEM 

There is one asnect with which the 
Honourable the Financial Secretary 
has not dealt adequately and which 
should be weighed strongly against 
Income Tax as a temporary war 
measure. I refer to the matter of 
organisation. As Income Tax is in 
reality a comvlex system of taxation, 
the organisation of the new adminis- 
trative forces for its collection will 
require a good deal ot time and the 
normal revenue-yielding power will 
only be reached many months or 
nerhavs years after its enactment. 
By the time the new machinary is in 
working order the war may have 
ended or be near its end.

There was a firm basis of under- 
standing between the personnel of 
the two navies.

In these zones units of the French 
navy were constantly at sea hunting | 
German submarines, protecting the 
seaborne ‘commerce of the Allies and 
sweeping German trade off the seas. 

Meanwhile the -French navy, like 
that of Great Britain, was being ex- 
panded upon a war footing. ; 

Numbers of vessels with normally 
peaceful careers were taken over and 
fitted out as reinforcements for the 
fleet. 

Notable among these were a num~ 
ber of large and exceptionally sea- 
worthy trawlers which are now play- 
ing an important part with the 
patrolling forces. : 


DOVETAILED SCHEME

With the expansion the French 
navy has increased its co-operation.

“I was a great deal nearer a crown 
than happens to the majority of peo- 
ple not born in the purple,” writes C. 
B. Fry in his entertaining book (“Life 
Worth Living.” Eyre and Spottiswoode” 
J2s, 6d). ; 

The crown was that of Albania. His view 
is that at the end of the last war the Alban. 
fans had decided that the best they could 
do for a King was an English country gentle- 
man with £10,000 a year. Among its duties 
at Geneva the Albanian deputation secking . 
admittance to the League of Nations was 
Charged - with..the. task of-‘finding somebody 
with these qualifications. 

Cc. B. Fry was questioned by Prince 
Ranjitsinhji—for whom he claims te 
have written the speech which turned 
Slgnor Mussolini: out of Corfu — as to 
whether he would care to be King of 
Albania. He accepted; he was willing to 
be king of any willing nation. 

He describes, in his own inimitable man. 
ner, his interview with a Christian bishop, 
who was the head man of the deputation. 
In the largest salon in the “Hotel de Ja 
Paix,’ which was adorned with all the best 
furniture in the hotel, Fry received the bi- 
shop, whom he describes as the nearest re- 
plica of W. G. Grace he had ever seen, 

Ranjitsinhji entered the .room. and = Fry 
retired. How long he remained as first can- 
didate for the crown of Albania he does noti 
know. But he concludes: ‘“‘If I had really 
pressed Ranji to promote me, it is quite on 
the cards that I should have been Kinz of 
Albania yesterday, tf not to-day.”
